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Three Narrowly Escape 
Injury Sunday A.M, 


A one car accident early 
Sunday morning completely de- 
molished a 1974 Grand Prix 
Pontiac but only put one of 
three occupants in the hospital, 
The accident occured about 1:30 
a.m. near Buck Mill Creek on 
the Elba-Samson highway. 

The car, drive-by Claude 
“Bart” Bowdoin, age 29, was 
traveling North at a high rate 
of speed and failed to make one 
of the sharp turns approaching 
the creek. The car apparently 
skidded off the right side of 
the road sideways, with the 
back of the car hitting a large 
tree growing up from the steep 
embankment. This collision 
tore the back of the car off 
and dropped fenders, trunk lid, 
gas tank, etc. to the ground. 

The balance of the car 
straightened up and hit another 
tree head on. It then rolled to 
the right and further down the 


high embankment. The car 
landed upside down, pinning 
Junior Henderson underneath. 
The driver, Bowdoin, was 


thrown out and the other occu- 
pant, Robin McDaniels, crawled 
out after the crash. > 
Somewhere in all this the 
rear wheels, axle and drive 
shaft were torn loose and land- 
ed on the left and forward of 
the last tree the car hit. 
McDaniel climbed up the 
bank and ran about 1/4 mile 
down the road to Colon Hata- 


way’s grocery store Hataway 
called the rescue squad and 
rushed to the scene with Mc- 
Daniel. 

The first rescue unit car- 
ried McDaniel to Elba Gener- 
al Hospital while rescue per- 
sonnel, law officers, fire de- 
partment personnel and wreck- 
er operator Charles Cox work- 
ed to free Henderson from the 
wreckage, 

When Henderson had been 
freed from the car, he and 
Bowdoin were taken to the hos- 
pital by a secon unit of the 
Elba Rescue Squad. Bowdoin 
was later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital with a brokenarm 
and possible knee injuries. The 
other two were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released 


Law officers assisting at the 
accident scene included Troop- 
er R. W. Whitworth and Elba 
policemen Godwin and Cook. 

Law officers at the scene 
had high praise for the pro- 
fessional job Charles Cox did 
lifting the overturned car to 
free Henderson. 

Henderson told rescuers 
upon being freed and dragged 
from under the car, “you don’t 
know how good it is to see 
daylight.” Now he would prob- 
ably laugh at himself when he 
recalls that it was the middle 
of the night and there was not 
a star in the sky.

A representative of Powell

IRRIGATION 


L. E. Samples of the Geor 
gia Extension Service spoke at 
the peanut harvesting clinic in 
Dothan Thursday about the 
value of irrigation for peanuts 
He pointed out that Georgia 
growers had gone from about 
70 irrigations systems in 1970 
71 to over 250 irrigation sys 
tems at the presenttime. Sam- 
ples pointed out the importance 
of managing water and putting 
it on at the proper time for 
maximum results. He also poi 
nted out that some years pea- 
nuts would make maximum yie- 
lds without any additional 
water 


He emphasized the impor 
tance of using irrigation for 
more than peanuts. For ex- 
ample, it could be used for 
vegetable crops, for establish- 
ing winter grazing crops and 
on corn when necessary. In 
other words based on his study 
of irrigation, it would not be 
wise just to have an irrigation 
system for peanuts alone. He 
said, “You need to have other 
crops to spread the costs 
around.”

Dyess, Commissioners, at- 
tending. County Engineer O’ 
Neal Ham and Edward John- 
son, Clerk of the Commis- 
sioner’s Court, were in at- 
tendance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rufus Bradley 
appeared before the court in 
reference to a bridge located 
hear their home on the road 
from Goodman across to Brad- 
shaw Community on the Elba-

Three Narrowly Escape 
Injury Sunday A.M, 


A one car accident early 
Sunday morning completely de- 
molished a 1974 Grand Prix 
Pontiac but only put one of 
three occupants in the hospital. 
The accident occured about 1:30 
a.m, near Buck Mill Creek on 
the Elba-Samson highway 

The car, driven by Claude 
“Bart” Bowdoin, age 29, was 
traveling North at a high rate 
of speed and failed to make one 
of the pr turns approaching 
the creek. The car apparently 
skidded off the right side of 
the road sideways, with the 
back of the car hitting a large 
tree growing up from the steep 
embankment. This collision 
tore the back of the car off 
and dropped fenders, trunk lid, 
gas tank, etc. to the ground 

The balance of the car 
straightened up and hit another 
tree head on. It then rolled to 
the right and further down the 
high embankment. The car 
landed upside down, pinning 
Junior Henderson underneath. 
The driver, Bowdoin, was 
thrown out and the other occu- 
pant, Robin McDaniels, crawled 
out after the crash. 

Somewhere in all this the 
rear wheels, axle and drive 
shaft were torn loose and land- 
ed on the left and forward of 
the last tree the car hit. 

McDaniel climbed up the 
bank and ran about 1/4 mile 
down the road to Colon Hata- 


way's grocery store, Hataway 
called the rescue squad and 
rushed to the scene with Mc- 
Daniel 

The first rescue unit car- 
ried McDaniel to Elba Gener- 
al Hospital while rescue per- 
sonnel, law officers, fire de- 
partment personnel and wreck- 
er operator Charles Cox work- 
ed to free Henderson from the 
wreckage 

When Henderson had been 
freed from the car, he and 
Bowdoin were taken to the hos- 
pital by a secon unit of the 
Elba Rescue Squad. Bowdoin 
was later transfered to a Do- 
than hospital with a brokenarm 
and possible knee injuries. The 
other two were treated for cuts 
and bruises and released. 


Law officers assisting at the 
accident scene included Troop- 
er R. W. Whitworth and Elba 
policemen Godwin and Cook. 

Law officers at the scene 
had high praise for the pro- 
fessional job Charles Cox did 
lifting the overturned car to 
free Henderson 

Henderson told rescuers 
upon being freed and dragged 
from under the car, “you don’t 
know how good it is to see 
daylight.” Now he would prob- 
ably laugh at himself when he 
recalls that it was the middle 
of the night and there was not 
a star in the sky.

SAVING HAY 


The feeding of hay to live 
§tock is an important phase of 
beef cattle production in Coffee 
County. Auburn specialists 
B. G. Ruffin and Richard Deese 
point out that the cost of hay 
for the brood cow to be fed 
through the winter months often 
exceeds the cost of providing 
pasture the remaining eight 
months 

Recently, we have had inqui- 
ries on methods of producing 
and storing hay. I have a new 
“bulletin which gives detailed 
information on comparisons of 
different harvesting systems 
This research was uone by the 
Experiment Station at Auburn 
I will be glad to send you a

Several methods are used 
for making hay One is the 
conventional baling system; an- 
other-is where the hay is. baled 
in large, round bales and stored 
on the outside.

L. E. Samples of the Geor- 
gia Extension Service spoke at 
the peanut harvesting clinic in 
Dothan Thursday about the 
value of irrigation for peanuts 
He pointed out that Georgia 
growers had gone from about 
70 irrigations systems in 1970- 
71 to over 250 irrigation sys- 
tems at the presenttime. Sam- 
ples pointed out the importance 
of managing water and putting 
it on at the proper time for 
maximum results. He also poi- 
nted out that some years pea- 
nuts would make maximum yie- 
lds without any additional 
water 


He emphasized the impor- 
tance of using irrigation for 
more than peanuts. For ex- 
ample, it could be used for 
vegetable crops, for establish- 
ing winter grazing crops and 
on corn when necessary. In 
other words based on his study 
of irrigation, it would not be 
wise just to have an irrigation 
system for peanuts alone, He 
said, “You need to have gther 
crops to spread the costs 
around.”

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PASTURE MANAGEMENT 


Proper pasture manage- 
ment is just as important as 
Selecting and planting the right 
kind of grass. The most criti- 
cal time for pasture manage- 
ment is during the summer 
months. This is due to dry 
weather, weed competition and 


possible insect damage. Inor- 
der to produce high quality 
forage, proper pasture man- 
agement practices must be ap- 
plied 

Proper grazing use is graz- 
ing at a rate and frequency to 
maintain the desired stand of 
grasses and legumes. Coastal 
Bermudagrass should not’ be 


grazed lower than three to four 
inches and Bahiagrass should 
not be grazed lower than 
two to three inches. Common 
Bermudagrass should not be 
grazed below an average two 
inch height. Regulating stock- 
ing rates to maintain this am- 
ount of top growth will pro- 
tect the soil, insure maximum 
production and keep a healthy, 
vigorous stand. 


Contrary to popular belief, 
grass manufactures its food in 
the leaves not in the roots. 
Therefore, grazing or mowing 
temporarily stops or slows the 
food-making process. Roots 
take in water and minerals nec- 
essary for these processes. 
Most grasses have a root sys- 
tem about the same size as 
the plant above ground. When 
the grass is grazed heavily, 
the food making is stopped, the

root system shrinks, and pro- 
duction becomes lower and low- 
er Then weeds invade, and 
grassland becomes weedland.

Fertilization is essential to 
produce maximum yields and 
good quality forage.

Few Rule Changes For 


'74 Season 


The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association has rel- 
eased their rule changed for 
the 1974 High School football 
season, but the rules are few 
in number, and moderate in 
change. 

The most noticeable rule 
changes include: 

6-4-2: Provides only the re- 
ceiver who signals for a fair 
catch and catches the kick is 
protected from contact. 

8-4-lc Requires a kick to 
penetrate the plane between 
the vertical uprights or the in- 
side edges of the upright for 
a successful field goal. 

(This rule simply means that 

a kick will no longer be co- 
nsidered successful if it pas- 
ses over the edge of the up- 
right. The kick must pass 
inside the upright.) 

9-1-4: Prohibits blocking be- 
low the waist by any player 


after a free-kick is made or a 
Scrimmage kick crosses the 
neutral zone 

(This rule means that ona punt 
or kick-off, that no blocker 
may block below the waist 
(EX.) In the past on punts, 
the receiving team would set 
up a wall of blockers in an 
attempt to give the returner 
an alley in which to run. In 
Setting up this wall, inthe past 
the receiving teams blockers 
would cut-down the opponents 
with knee-high blocks. With 
the new rule, all blocking past 
the line of scrimmage on such 
a play must be above the wa- 
ist.) 


9-3-4: Removes the implica -
